He stood before a single mi­ 
crophone in the White House 
East Room, right hand often in 
his coat pocket, left hand ges­ 
turing for emphasis, and de­ 
clared his new team “will re­ 
examine all past decisions” 
left by the Democrats. 
The 
White House 
said 456 
newsmen attended the confer­ 
ence. Mrs. Nixon and their old­ 
er daughter Tr tela watched it on 
television elsewhere in the ex­ 
ecutive mansion, a spokesman 
said. 
Vietnam was the most fre­ 
quently raised topic as Nixon 
answered 15 questions in 28 
minutes. But he spoke with ur­ 
gency, too, of the Middle East. 
Nixon said that region is a 
powderkeg — and if another ex­ 
plosion occurs there it could pit 
the interests of the United States 
and the Soviet Union one against 
the other. 
“ I believe we need new initia­ 
tives and new leadership on the 
part of the United States in or­ 
der to cool off the situation in 
the Middle East,” Nixon said. 
He said next Saturday’s ses­ 
sion of the National Security 
Council will be devoted to the 
problem. 
Nixon pronounced the new ad­ 
ministration’s efforts at the 
Vietnam peace talks in Paris 
“ off to a good start.” 
"Now, of course, what is in­ 
volved is what happens on the 
other side,” he added. 
Nixon said, instead of putting 
"a laundry list" of proposals on 
the Paris peace table, the Un­ 
ited States, represented by his 
negotiator, Henry Cabot Lodge, 
has sought to present specific 
proposals. 
And, as his news conference 
neared an end, Nixon said he 
has never talked of Vietnam 
in term s of a settlement in 
six months, a year or even 
three. He said overly optimis­ 
tic statements "may impede” 
the Paris negotiations.

‘QUALITY OF LIFE' 
Hopes For Expanded Program 


By JOSEPH R. TYBOR 
CHICAGO (A P )- Lyndon B. 
Johnson says he hopes the Nix­ 
on administration will expand 
his domestic programs to make 
the “ quality of life’’ for all 
Americans “ match the quantity 
of our wealth.” 
In his first published com­ 
ments since relinquishing the 
presidency to Richard M.Nixon 
one week ago, Johnson says he 
had no “ acceptable option” to 
escalating the Vietnam war —a 
war he called “ the most frus­ 
trating of all crises." 
The former president clearly 
identifies himself with social 
legislation and reveals his re­ 
gret that international develop­ 


ments prevented him from con­ 
centrating solely on domestic 
improvements. 
In the article which is both a 
hope for the future and a de­ 
fense of his five years in the 
White House — Johnson writes 
that “ the agony and the cruelty 
of the American presidency is 
that . . . the world will not 
permit 
the occupant of the 
office — 
nor the American 
people themselves — to attend 
the needs of this society without 
diversion." 
Johnson wrote the 30,000-word 
commentary on his White House 
years for the Encyclopedia B rl- 
tannica Book of the Year to be 
published March 1. 


Entitled, “ Agenda for the Fu­ 
ture: 
Presidential Perspec­ 
tive,” it was released today. 
On Vietnam, Johnson says he 
dreaded the prospect of being 
“ a wartime president . . . but 
history determined that I should 
face the awful choice of inter­ 
vention or retreat in Southeast 
Asia. 
“ I could not escape or delay 
it. Vietnam has been the most 
frustrating of all the crises I 
have faced.’’ 
Although containing several 
other foreign policy observa­ 
tions, the summary stresses 
Johnson's concern with the im­ 
provement the lot of the poor 
and, without mentioning it by 


name, says the new administra­ 
tion should not curtail pro­ 
grams initiated through the Of­ 
fice of Economic Opportunity to 
alleviate poverty. 
“We can turn our backs, if we 
wish," Johnson writes, “ and fu­ 
ture generations will say of us: 
At the very moment when they 
had more wealth than any civil­ 
ization in history, they allow­ 
ed poverty to become a perman­ 
ent part oí the American way of 
life.»» 
However, he adds, “ By the 
time we enter our third century 
(in 1976), or very soon there­ 
after, we can, if we will, make 
the commitments of the 1960s 
a reality for all our people."

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President's Word Awaited 


To the extent that Senate approval of the nuclear nonprolifer- 


ation treaty was put off because of Moscow's Czechoslovak in. 
vasion, unsound logic prevailed. The notion that ratification might 
somehow be, or at any rate would be construed as, a reward to the 
Soviet Union just at a time when it had flouted international order 
simply did not make sense. We and the rest of the world stand to 
gain as much as the Soviet Union does by this step toward re» 
duction of the global nuclear hazard. 


It is unfortunate that the Soviet intervention in Czechoslo- 


vakia came in the midst of an American presidential year. Pres- 
ident Nixon, in his role as candidate, felt constrained to urge de- 
lay in Senate ratification of the treaty even while he expressed 
support for its goals. That effectively put the quietus on any chance 
of Senate approval before the election. The matter was not put to 
a vote. 


But now the situation Is much different. Mr. Nixon is not the 


candidate, subject to campaign pressures to bolster his popular 
image in every possible way; he Is President of the United States. 
He is now responsible for this nation's foreign policy, aware as his 
predecessors of both parties were that high priority must be given 
to any agreement tending to lessen nuclear tensions. 


It is thus to be hoped that President Nixon will pass the word 


without delay that prompt ratification of this treaty already signed 
by so many countries would be in our national interest. Though 
this would not assure favorable action, it would give the move in 
this direction new impetus. 


Secretary of State Rogers has already told the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee, though this was prior to his being sworn in, 
that he personally favors action now on the treaty. The next step is 
for him to say essentially the same thing, at new committee hear- 
ings, as the Nixon administration's spokesman. But such hearings 
are more likely to be held promptly if the President lets it be 
known that he favors going ahead. He has it in his power to set 
things in motion again. 


Leff 'Em Laughing 


It seems worth passing note that the mellow glow occasioned 


in President Johnson by his departure from Washington extended 
even to his opinion — in retrospect, anyway — of the celebrat- 
ed LBJ portrait by Peter Kurd. Mr. Johnson now says he didn't 
think it ugly — never did. 


It will be recalled that LBJ was quoted, upon first viewing the 


portrait, to the effect that he considered it "the ugliest thing I 
ever saw." But the other day he cheerfully complained that he'd 
been misquoted, and remarked, "I thought it was a pretty good 
likeness, except for one little detail: it left off the halo." 


It's one of those ''misquotations" there may be some doubt 


about. But the halo touch suggests that LBJ heeded that old vaude - 
ville advice, "Leave 'em laughing."

Dr. C'oleman 
may question 
how the prob- 


lems of divorce fit into a med- 
ical column. Let me explain 
that any situation affecting 
the physical or the emotional 
health of one or more mem- 
bers of the family is a dis- 
tinct medical affair. The over- 
active rate of divorce may be 
a product of a "sick" society 
but 
if divorce is properly 


planned, it may spare parents 
and children great heartache 
and emotional stress. 


Everyone does offer advice 


and unfortunately that advice 
is based on their own emo- 
tions and serves only to con- 
fuse both of you. Their ad- 
vice is cheap and usually 
worth just that. It takes 
years of training- for mar- 
riage and guidance counselors 
to sift through your problems, 
uncover the trouble and help 
direct you. 


Allow me to disbelieve that 


your children have "no aware- 
ness that problems existed In 
the home." Children hear with 
special antennae and know 
about marita' tensions. They 
may fall to express It be- 
cause they feel that their ex- 
istence is threatened by di- 
vorce. 


Some of these suggestion* 


are universally accepted. Spe- 
cial ones that you may need 
can be given by your doctor, a 
psychiatrist or others highly 
trained for the solution of 
these problems. The loving 


but 
worthless psychological 


advice from accountants and 
lawyers involved in the di- 
vorce should be heard, but not 
listened to. 


Do not use the children as 


pawns to barter for a better 
settlement. Do not use them 
to point out the weaknesses 
in each other that made di- 
vorce necessary. Agree on 
how school and other prob- 
lems are to be handled with 
maturity, with dignity and 
with concern for the emotion- 
al growth of the 
children. 


When children learn that they 
are not responsible for the di- 
vorce and that they will be 
surrounded by sustained love, 
unusual 
behavior 
patterns 


and problems will not occur 
as readily as when constant 
hate and anger circulates in 
this new relationship. 


A divorce is a major crisis 


in family living and there- 
fore deserves careful planning1 
for the greatest 
emotional 


safety of the children. To wait 
until they are "older" serves 
no function. Indeed, parents 
forced to live in such a re- 
stricted way, may impose fur- 
ther hurt on the very ones 
they love. Divorce is unfor- 
tunate whenever it occurs. It 
is 
particularly unfortunate 


when petty hates, jealousies 
and anger are allowed 
to 


f l o u r i s h and threaten the 
lives of the children. There is 
no perfect way for perma- 
nent long term planning. New 
problems will arise and must 
be met in a mature way by 
both of you, who owe dignity 
to yourself and love and se- 
curity to your children.

WILKINS vs. INNIS 


The stand taken a few days ago 


by Mr. Roy Wllkins, the head 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People, was in one respect 
welcome. He denounced black 
extremism, 
and there is no 


denying the need to denounce it. 
But in the course of doing so, 
he planted squarely his object- 
ions to the evolution of the 
black movement during the last 
couple of years, and that is 
something else again. 
Mr. Wilkins made two points, 
one of them constitutional, the 
other social. As a matter of 
law, surely he is correct in sug- 
gesting that what white people 
are not permitted to do to black 
people, black 
people surely 


ought not to be permitted to do 
to white people. If it is wrong 
under the constitution for white 
people to compel segregation, 
then it is wrong for black peo- 
ple to compel segregation. Ac- 
cordingly, said Mr. Wilkins, if 
it becomes necessary for the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People to 
go back to the courts and sue 
black defendants, he is quite 
prepared to do so. 
This 
declaration has now 


brought a vigorous denuncia- 
tion from Mr. Roy Innis, who is 
the head of the Congress of Ra- 
cial Equality. Mr. Innis spoke 
well of Mr. Wilkins' historic 
role as head of the NAACP but 
suggested that, really, Mr.Wil- 
kins' retirement is overdue; 
that he is behind the times, 
that he does not understand 
the meaning 
of the current 


struggle of the Negroes for 
self-identification. On the mat- 
ter of turning back to the courts, 
Mr. Innis was emphatic: "The 
latest NAACP outrage is the 
last straw. If Wilkins can use 
funds supposedly earmarked for 
black people to fight against 
those same people, then CORE 
will commit resources to de- 
fend and safeguard the students 
in their demands." 
Now there is a happy prospect 
for an innocent judge sitting 
somewhere — to find himself 
one day presiding over a law- 
suit brought by the NAACP a- 
gainst, say, the administration 
of Northwestern University, for 
acceding to Negro students de- 
mands that Negro students be 
given their own living quarters, 
with COREdefendingNorthwes- 
tern. How to u n t a n g l e that 
mess . . . 
The key, surely, is whether the 
new Negro militancy will permit 
Negroes so disposed to proceed 
as they are disposed, towards 
Integration, The stories of black 
militants booing non-conform- 
ists are now legion: they pro- 
ceed as if they have the rights

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of union leaders, to bully and to 
intimidate those who do not want 
to join- How, one wonders for 
instance, would a Negro stu- 
dent f»re at SanFranciscoState 
Colle£e if ne arrived there as a 
freshrnan and announced that he 
did n<?t desire to join the black 
students? To whom would he 
turn for protection? Would the 
administration protect him? If 
not would he need to turn to the 
NAACP ? 
These questions are not idle, 
because although the machinery 
again^ coercion is *echnically 
available to any free citizen, 
in fact it is likely to be useless 
if the social situation is such as 
to cause people to submittode- 
mand£ by black militants in or- 
der to achieve just a little ser- 
enity. Mr. Wilkins'legal threat, 
under the circumstances, is 
valid; the machinery should be 
kept lubricated. We must not 
permit ourselves to graduate 
into the assumption that only 
white^ are capable of intimi- 
dating blacks. 


But Mr. Wilkins, in his anger, 
failed to make the proper dis- 
tlncti<?n. As an advocate of inte- 
gration backed by law (Mr. Wil- 
kins grew up in the integrat- 
ionist tradition of liberalism), 
he hjis Indeed failed to give 
serioi15 enough attention to the 
role of self-consciousness in 
improving tne Negroes'lot. It is 
that <»elf-consciousness which 
many wise Negro leaders ap- 
pear to be asking for: Negroes 
helping Negroes , relying upon 
themselves, helping themsel- 
ves, organizing themselves, ed- 
ucating themselves. The great 
psychological question is: can 
Negroes achieve this solidari- 
tj^ 
this 
self-consciousness, 


without — in pursuit of ex- 
clusiVeness — encouraging the 
hatred of others ? Can one be a 
proud 
Negro without being 


proudly anti-White?

WASHINGTON — one little. 


known fact about the new De- 
puty Secretary of Defense, Dav. 
id Packard, is that his firm, 
though doing millions of dollars 
worth of business with the De- 
fense Department, refused to 
open its books to the General 
Accounting Office. The GAO, 
which is required to check on 
government contracts, was sus. 
picious over the Hewlett-Pack- 
ard Company's high profits, 
wanted to see whether prices 
had any relation to costs. It 
was charging in some cases a 
94 per cent price hike. 


But Packard, who now be- 


comes No. 2 man in the Defense 
Department, objected. He ob» 
jected for five long years. Mean, 
while, the issue of whether he 
had to open his books was 
battled out in the courts. In 
the end he lost. The Packard 
company was forced to open 
their books to the government. 


Sen. Margaret Chase Smith 


of Maine, only lady Senator and 
a member of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, was cur- 
ious as to whether Packard, as 
Deputy Secretary of Defense, 
would continue to believe that 
defense contractors did not have 
to open their books. 


"This matter has been de- 


cided by the courts," Packard 
told her. "I would consider it 
my duty to uphold the law of the 
land." 


Sen. Smith recalled that the 


GAO general counsel 
stated 


that of some 180 contractors 
whose records were examined 
in 1961-62 "Your company was 
the only one to refuse to allow 
the GAO to examine the cost 
records .... I gather from 
what you have said you have 
changed your mind on this is- 
sue, then?" 


"I have changed my mind, 


Senator Smith, because I think 
in the first place I have to 
support the rulings of the court, 


and I consider that question 
closed and settled," replied 
Packard. 


But the lady from Maine not 


satisfied. 


"Since you have never re. 


quested confidential treatment 
of your company's cost data 
with the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission under the 
law's provision granting confi- 
dential treatment in justified 
cases," she said, "I do not 
understand why you raise such 
an issue with the investigative

of the Congress — the 


General Accounting Office. Why 
haven't you raised this issue 
with the SEC?" 


"The 
SEC disclosure pro. 


vision," replied Packard, "re- 
quires disclosure of a com- 
pany's over-all 
financial af- 


fairs, its profits, its costs, 
and all of the other pertinent 
financial information. I am en- 
tirely in accord with that. 


"It was simply that the dis- 


closure of specific costs on a 
specific instrument we thought 
-might be well not to have in 
the hands of competitors."

But Mrs. Smith was not fin- 


ished. 


"Obviously, Mr. Packard," 


she remarked, "one of the pur- 
poses of the GAO audit was to 
determine if your company had 
made excessive profits on its 
contracts with the Air Force, 
since the GA.O reported the pro- 
posed prices of your company 
exceeded the previously exper- 
ienced costs under prior con- 
tracts for similar beacons by 
94 per cent .... 


"Do you feel it was unreason- 


able for the Congress through 
the GAO to have the cost data 
to determine if your company 
had made excessive 
profits, 


especially when you had not ask- 
ed the SEC for confidential 
treatment of the cost data of 
your company?" 


"I think there must have been 


misunderstanding about these 
items," alibied Packard. "They 
were standard commercial pro- 
ducts that we supplied." 


"Again," said Packard, "I

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President’s W ord Awaited 


To the extent that Senate approval of the nuclear nonprolifer* 
atton treaty was put off because of Moscow’s Czechoslovak in­ 
vasion, unsound logic prevailed. The notion that ratification might 
somehow be, or at any ra te would be construed as, a rew ard to the 
Soviet Union just at a tim e when It had flouted international order 
sim ply did not make sense. We and the rest of the world stand to 
gam as much as the Soviet Union does by this step toward re ­ 
duction of the global nuclear hazard. 


It Is unfortunate that the Soviet intervention in Czechoslo­ 
vakia cam e in the m idst of an A m erican presidential year. P re s­ 
ident Nixon, In his role as candidate, felt constrained to urge de­ 
lay in Senate ratification of the treaty even while he expressed 
support for Us goals. That effectively put the quietus on any chance 
of Senate approval before the election. The m atter was not put to 
a vote. 


But now the situation is much different. Mr. Nixon Is not the 
candidate, subject to campaign p ressu res to bolster his papular 
image in every possible way; he is President of the United states. 
He is now responsible for this nation’s foreign policy, aware as his 
predecessors of both p arties w ere that high priority must be given 
to any agreem ent tending to lessen nuclear tensions. 


It is thus to be hoped that P resident Nixon will pass the word 
without delay that prompt ratification of this treaty already signed 
by so many countries would tie in our national Interest. Though 
this would not assure favorable action, it would give the move In 
this direction new im petus. 


Secretary of State Rogers has already told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, though this was prior to his being sworn in, 
that he personally favors action now on the treaty. The next step Is 
for him to say essentially the sam e thing, at new com m ittee hear­ 
ings, as the Nixon adm inistration's spokesman. But such hearings 
are m ore likely to be held prom ptly if the President lets it be 
known that he favors going ahead. He has it in his power to set 
things in motion again. 


Left ’Em Laughing 


It seem s worth passing note that the mellow glow occasioned 
in President Johnson by his departure from Washington extended 
even to his opinion — in retro sp ect, anyway — of the celebrat­ 
ed LBJ portrait by P eter Hurd. M r. Johnson now says he didn’t 
think it ugly — never did. 


It will be recalled that LBJ was quoted, upon first viewing the 
p o rtra it, to the effect that he considered it “ the ugliest thing I 
ever saw .” But the other day he cheerfully complained that he’d 
been misquoted, and rem arked, “ I thought It was a pretty good 
likeness, except for one little detail: It left off the halo.” 


It’s one of those “ m isquotations” there may be some doubt 
about. But the halo touch suggests that LBJ heeded that old vaude­ 
ville advice, “ Leave ’em laughing.”

th at. 
It 
takes 
years of training for m ar­ 
riage and guidance counselors 
to sift through your problems, 
uncover the trouble and help 
direct you. 
Allow me to disbelieve that 
your children have “no aw are­ 
ness that problem s existed in 
the home." Children hear with 
special antennae 
and know 
about marita* tensions. They 
may fall to express it be­ 
cause they feel th a t their e x ­ 
istence is threatened by di­ 
vorce. 
Some of these suggestions 
are universally accepted. Spe­ 
cial ones that you m ay need 
can be given by your doctor, a 
psychiatrist or others highly 
trained for the 
solution of 
these 
problems. 
The 
loving 


b ut 
w orthless 
psychological 
advice from accountants and 
lawyers involved in the di­ 
vorce should be heard, but not 
listened to. 
Do not use the children as 
paw ns to b arte r for a better 
settlem ent. Do not use them 
to point out the w eaknesses 
in each other th a t made di­ 
vorce 
necessary. 
Agree 
on 
how school and other prob­ 
lems are to be handled with 
m aturity, 
w ith 
dignity 
and 
w ith concern for the em otion­ 
al 
growth of 
the 
children. 
W hen children learn th a t they 
are not responsible for the di­ 
vorce and th a t they will be 
surrounded by sustained love, 
unusual 
behavior 
p attern s 
and problems will not occur 
as readily as when constant 
hate and anger circulates in 
this new relationship. 
A divorce is a m ajor crisis 
in family living and th ere­ 
fore deserves careful planning 
for 
the 
greatest 
em otional 
safety of the children. To w ait 
until they are "older" serves 
no function. Indeed, parents 
forced to live in such a re­ 
stricted way, may impose fu r­ 
ther hurt on the very ones 
they love. Divorce is unfor­ 
tunate whenever it occurs. It 
is 
particularly 
unfortunate 
when petty hates, jealousies 
and 
anger 
are 
allowed 
to 
f l o u r i s h and threaten the 
lives of the children. There is 
no perfect way for perm a­ 
nent long term planning. New 
problems will arise and m ust 
be met in a m ature way by 
both of you, who owe dignity 
to yourself and love and se­ 
curity to your children.

WILKINS VS. INNIS 
The stand taken a few days ago 
by M r. Roy W ilkins, the head 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People, w as in one respect 
welcome. He denounced black 
extrem ism , 
and 
there is no 
denying the need to denounce it. 
But In the course of doing so, 
he planted squarely his object­ 
ions to the evolution of the 
black movement during the last 
couple of years, and that is 
something else again. 
Mr. W ilkins made two points, 
one of them constitutional, the 
other social. As a m atter of 
law, surely he is correct in sug­ 
gesting that what white people 
are not perm itted to do toblack 
people, black 
people 
surely 
ought not to be perm itted to do 
to white people. If it is wrong 
under the constitution for white 
people to compel segregation, 
then it is wrong for black peo­ 
ple to com pel segregation. Ac­ 
cordingly, said Mr. W ilkins, if 
It becom es necessary for the 
National Association for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People to 
go back to the courts and sue 
black defendants, he is quite 
prepared to do so. 
This 
declaration has 
now 
brought a vigorous denuncia­ 
tion from M r. Roy Innis, who is 
the head of the Congress of Ra­ 
cial Equality. M r. Innis spoke 
well of M r. W ilkins’ historic 
role as head of the NAACP but 
suggested that, really,M r.W il­ 
kins’ retirem ent is overdue; 
that he is behind the tim es, 
that he does not understand 
the meaning 
of 
the current 
struggle of the Negroes for 
self-identification. On the m at­ 
te r of turning back to the courts, 
M r. Innis was emphatic; “ The 
latest NAACP outrage is the 
last straw . If Wilkins can use 
funds supposedly earm arked for 
black people to fight against 
those sam e people, then CORE 
will com m it resources to de­ 
fend and safeguard the students 
in their dem ands.” 
Now th e re is a happy prospect 
for an innocent judge sitting 
som ew here — to find himself 
one day presiding over a law­ 
suit brought by the NAACP a- 
gainst, say, the administration 
of N orthw estern University, for 
acceding to Negro students de­ 
mands that Negro students be 
given th e ir own living quarters, 
with CORE defending Northwes­ 
tern . How to u n t a n g l e that 
m ess . . . 
The key, surely, is whether the 
new N egro militancy will permit 
N egroes so disposed toproceed 
as they are disposed, towards 
integration. The stories of black 
m ilitants booing non-conform­ 
ists a re now legion: they pro­ 
ceed as if they have the rights

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of union leaders, to bully and to 
intimidate those whodonot want 
to Join. How, one wonders for 
Instance, would a Negro stu ­ 
dent fare at San F rancisco State 
College if he arrived there as a 
freshm an and announced that he 
did not desire to join the black 
students? To whom would he 
turn for protection? Would the 
adm inistration protect him ? If 
not, would he need to turn to the 
NAACP? 
These questions are not Idle, 
because although the m achinery 
against coercion is ’echnlcally 
available to any free citizen, 
in fact it is likely to be useless 
if the social situation is such as 
to cause people to submit to d e­ 
mands by black m ilitants in o r­ 
der to achieve just a little s e r ­ 
enity. M r. W ilkins' legal threat, 
under 
the 
circum stances, is 
valid; the m achinery should be 
kept 
lubricated. We must not 
perm it ourselves to graduate 
into the assumption that only 
whites are capable of intim i­ 
dating blacks. 
But M r. W ilkins, in his anger, 
failed to make the proper d is­ 
tinction. As an advocate of inte­ 
gration backed by law (M r. W il­ 
kins grew up in the integral- 
ionist tradition of liberalism ), 
he 
has Indeed failed to give 
serious enough attention to the 
role of self-consciousness in 
improving the N egroes’ lot. It is 
that self-consciousness which 
many wise 
N egro leaders ap­ 
pear to be asking for; Negroes 
helping Negroes , relying upon 
them selves, helping them sel­ 
ves, organizing them selves, ed ­ 
ucating them selves. The great 
psychological question is: can 
N egroes achieve this so lid ari­ 
ty, 
this 
self-consciousness, 
without — in pursuit of ex ­ 
clusiveness — encouraging the 
hatred of others ? Can one be a 
proud 
Negro 
without 
being 
proudly anti-W hite?

P ack ard ," 
she rem arked, “ one of the pur­ 
poses of the GAO audit was to 
determ ine if your company had 
made excessive profits on its 
contracts with the Air Force, 
since the GAO reported the pro. 
posed p rices of your company 
exceeded the previously exper­ 
ienced co sts under p rio r con. 
tracts for sim ilar beacons by 
94 per c e n t . . . . 
“ Do you feel itw asunreasoiw 
able for the Congress through 
the GAO to have the cost data 
to determ ine if your comoany 
had made excessive profits, 
especiaUy when you had not ask­ 
ed the SEC
